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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claim 10- 14 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: The seal can be produced by a 
different method and the lugs may or may not be removed. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 10-14 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The limitation "so that said carrying fi-ame can be selectively detached from said ring 
seal with said mounting lugs remaining embedded within the ring seal" and "embedded" are not 
described in the specification and drawings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 4, "embedded", unclear how the lugs are embedded in the ring seal? As seen in 
the figures the seal ring only covers three sides of the lug. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Scott (US. 
5,669,412). 

Scott discloses a ring seal assembly with separable transport aid, having a rubber ring 
seal (e.g. 212) having a periphery (e.g. periphery of 212), a carrying frame (e.g. 214) extending 
about the periphery of the ring seal and including a plurality of frangible (the lugs are capable of 
being broken off) mounting lugs (e.g. lugs shown in cross-section figure 8) extending from the 
carrying frame and being embedded (the ring material covers the lugs on three sides) within the 
ring seal and being separable (the ring seal and the carrying frame is separable) from the carrying 
frame so that the carrying frame can be selectively detachable fi-om the ring seal (the carrying 
frame is capable of selectively being detached). The carrying frame is made of re-usable plastics 
or metal material (e.g. the ring seal is made of rubber and the carrying fi-ame is made of plastic or 
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metal material, column 2, lines 30-32). The carrying frame is disposable (all members are 
capable of being disposed). The carrying frame is fabricated of a material selected from the 
group consisting of: wire, plastic or cardboard. The ring seal is molded (method limitation given 
little patentable weight in an apparatus claim) about the mounting lugs. The carrying frame is 
fabricated from a material different than that used to make the ring seal. 

Emphasis added that applicant is claiming be selectively detached from said ring seal. 

Furthermore as stated in the rejection above that the carrying frame of Scott is capable of 
being selectively detached from the ring seal. 

Furthermore the lugs are embedded as much as claimed and shown by applicant (the lugs 
are covered by seal ring material on three sides).
